FY 2009 Foreign Assistance Goals 


Chile received a limited amount of U.S. foreign assistance in FY 2009. U.S. foreign assistance 
deepened cooperation with Chile in areas that promote peace and security on a regional and global 
level. 

Most funds were used to provide training to Chile's armed forces. Chile's military is professional 
and capable, and U.S. foreign assistance provided opportunities for Chile to increase interoperability 
and build relationships with the U.S. military. Funds were also used to assist Chile in the 
development of an Export and Border Security (EXBS) program. Chile's development of an EXBS 
program demonstrates its commitment to global security and to preventing the spread of weapons 
of mass destruction. The United States provided training to Chile's law enforcement officials on 
drug investigations and operations, which improved Chile's ability to stop drug trafficking.
